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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The applicants have proposed amending the claims to recit that the "luminescent layer can be used as a 
substantially final pattern". 

First, it is not clear what the applicants mean by "substantially final pattern". 

Second, in the prior art (5,895,692), the inkjet layer is in the "substantial final pattern" because it diffuses in to the next layer in 
"substantially" the same shape. Therefore, even if the amendment were entered, it would not differentiate the claimed invention from the 
prior art. 

Third, it does not appear that the applicants have support for the term "substantially" in the disclosure as originally filed.
